JURY HITS TRAIL 
OF JOHN A. COOKE. 


Thirty Witnesses Called to Tell 
of Alleged Discrepancies 
Wut He Was cit 

ecuit Court Clerk. 


PARALLEL TO LINN CASE. 


The Cook county grand jury sprung a sur- 
prise yesterday by opening a searching in- 
vestigation of the conduct of John A. Cooke 
during his term as clerk of the Circuit court 
previous to the incumbency of John A. Linn, 
now under a eee sentence for grat t- 
ing. 

As the result of an investigation made 
by the Citizens’ association after the dis- 
closures in the Linn case, more than thirty 
witnesses were subpcenaed to give evidence 
in the new born Cooke case. 

The exact amount which is involved in the 
investigation is approximately $25,000, ac- 
cording to estimates made at the state’s at- 
torgpey’s office. State’s Attorney Healy and 
Secretary Shelby M. Singleton of the Citizens’ 
association admitted that the alleged dis- 
crepancies are almost exactly similar to those 
charged agairst Linn. 

James J., Gray, successor to Linn, was in- 


-strumental in aiding the Citizens’ association 


in going over Mr. Cooke's books. 


Former Assistant a Witness. 

Mr. Cooke was clerk of the Circuit court 
for eight years up to Dec. 1, 1904. Charles 
who was his chief clerk, is 
now said to be the principal witness against 
him. Mr. Bradley was the first witness 
called before the grand jury yesterday, 

He left the jury room after an hour and 
a half of close questioning. He refused to 
make a statement regarding the nature of 
his testimony. He carried records and docu- 
ments. It was learned that he was quee- 
tioned about the system of bookkeeping and 
asked to explain the discrepancies. 

It was hinted that evidence that dum- 
mies were on the pay roll of the office during 
Mr. Cooke’s term is to be presented to the 
grand jury. Among the witnesses called 
were John Filas, printer; George Lapham, 
a racing man; George Ruckser, a west park 
policeman; and Robert Corteen, @ janitor at 
Union park. These men, according to the 
state’a attorney, were on the pay roll of the 
office during Mr. Cooke's term. 

Mr. Healy refused to divulge the nature 
of their testimony, although it was learned 
that they were questioned about their con- 
nection with the office. 

Circuit Court Clerks Summoned. 

Besides Mr. Bradley, the following clerks 
were summoned from the Circuit court clerk’s 
office: Max Blumenfeld, deputy clerk, and 
Clerks B. W. Reid, Anton G. Garwske, John 
Gilhooley, John H. Best, Paul Vogel, J. H. 
Huhn, J. A. Miller, and Myer Crossman. They 
probably will give their testimony today. 

Secretary, Singleton apepared at the Crim- 
inal court building late in the afternoon, and 
held a conference’ with State’s Attorney 
Healy. At its close it was stated that the 
investigation probably will last several days, 
Much secrecy is being maintained in regard 
to the proceedings. 


Investigate Business Affairs. 

Mr. Singleton hinted that the business re- 
lations of Mr. Cooke while an office holder 
will be explained by the inquiry.”

Healy and Olson Reticent. 


States Attorney Healy and Assistant 
State's Attorney Olson both refused to di- 
vulge the nature of the testimony against 
Mr. Cooke. 

“The matter has been brought to our at- 


ly.“ said Mr. Healy. It probably will take 
several days before the case is concluded. 
The investigation is along the same genera! 
lines as in the Linn case.“ 

The indictments against Linn charged em- 
bezzlement, conspiracy, larceny, forgery of 
names, and padding pay rolls. It is believed 
that the attempt to secure indictments 
against Mr. Cooke is on similar charges. The 
investigation is to cover the last four years 
of his term in office, although it may be found 
advisable to go even fé¥ther back. 

Circuit Court Clerk Gray, who has been in 
office about a month, said: 

„ would prefer any information on this 
matter to be made public by State’s Attorney 
Healy. I am not in a position to state the na- 
ture of the evidence which will be peeasated 
to the grand jury.” 

President Brundage of the county board has 
been apprised of the nature of the investiga- 
tion, which was in a great measure the out- 
growth of the discoveries made by account- 
ants working under his direction. 


Brother of ‘Billie’ Cooke. 


Cooke la a brother of Billie Cooke, and 
both have been cogs in the west side Lorimer 
machine. Bille Cooke recently has been 
urged by Lorimer and Hopkins for a federal

Denounces the Folly That Per- 
mitted. the Country to Be 
Til-Preparet for the 

War of 1812. 


CRITICS OF BRITAIN HIT. 


Annapolis, 
body of Paul Jones, America’s first great sea 
fighter, was laid to rest here today with im- 
posing ceremony. 

President Roosevelt made the principal) ad- 
dress and he took occasion to criticise in 
severe terms the shoftsightedness and folly 
of the American people in not being prepared 
for the war of 1812, which the British won 
£0 easily. 

The president also declared that none of 
the men in publie life who were present had 


any right to be there unless he was prepared 


to do his share in building up the navy. 


Not a New Ship Built for Years. 

“Thanks to our folly as a nation,“ said 
the president, “thanks to the folly that found 
expression in the views of those at the seat 
of government, not a ship of any importance 
had been built within a dozen years before 
the war of 1812 began, and the navy was so 
mall that when once the war was on our 
opponents were able to establish a close 
blockade throughout the length of our coast, 
so that not a ship could go from one port to 
another, and all traffic had to go by land. 

Our parsimony in not preparing an ade- 
quate navy (which would have prevented the 
war) cost in the end literally thousands of 
dollars for every dollar we thus foolishly 
saved. 

“After two years of that war an utterly 
inconsiderable British force of about 4,000 
men were landed here in the bay, defeated 
with ease a larger body of raw troops put 
agfinst it, and took Washington. I am 
sorry to say that those of our countrymen 
who now speak of the deeds usually confine 
themselves to denouncing the British for 
having burned certain buildings in Wash- 
ington. 


Americans More to Blame than British. 

“They had better spare their breath. The 
sin of the invaders in burning the buildings 
is trivial compared with the sin of our own 
people in failing to make ready en adequate 
force to defeat the attempt. This nation 
was guilty of such shortsighted@nese, of such 
folly, of such lack of preparation, that it was 
forced supinely to submit to the insult and 
was impotent to avenge it; and it was only the 
good fortune of having Andrew Jackson, a 
great natural soldier, that prevented a repeti- 
tion of the disaster at New Orleans. 

Let us remember our own shortcomings 
and see to it that the men in public life today 
are not permitted to bing about a state of 
things by which we should Im effect invite a 
repetition of such a humiliation, 


No Chance for Differences Here. 

„We can afford, as a people, to differ on the 
ordinary party questions; but if we are both 
farsighted and patriotic we cannot afford to 
differ on the all important question of keep- 
ing the national defensés as they should be 
kept, of not alone keeping up but of going 
on with the building up of the United States 
navy and of keeping our small army at least 
at its present size and making it the most 
efficient for its size that there is on the globe. 

„Remember. you here who are listening 
to me, that to applaud patriotic sentiments 
and to turn out to do honor to the dead heroes 
who by land or by sea won honor for our 
flag is only worth while if weare prepared to 
show that our energies do not exhaust them- 
selves in words, if we are prepared to show 
that we intend t to take to heart the lessons

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| TROUBLE AT HAND IN MINES. 


; Nonunion Men Are Set at Work to 
: Care for Some Shafts. 


NEW PHASE OF STRIKE HERE. 


Further Calling Out of Engineers and 
Pumpmen Expected. 


Hostilities between the mine owners and 
strikers promise to begin in earnest within 
the next few days following the employment 
yesterday of nonunion men in some of the 
Illinois shafts. 

The first nonunion crews were put at work 
during the day in fourteen mines in the 
Saline county district. Most of these mines 
are controlled by the O'Gara Coal company, 
whose employés deserted their posts Monday 
morning. The company promptly hired non- 
union engineers, firemen, and pump men to 
take the places of the strikers, 

Further desertiong of union crews now 


Werd was received in Chicago over the long 
distance telephone of the intention of the 
mine workers’ officials to call out several 
thousand engineers and firemen. This, it 
was said, will be followed on the operators’ 
part by, the establishment of the open 
shop throughout southern IIlinols, and pos- 
sibly all over the state. 


Fails to Move Standpat“ Men. 

Simultaneously, Francis L. Robbins, pres- 
ident of the Pittsburg Coal company, reached 
the city and opened a campaign to compel 
the surrender of the standpat operators. 
At a stormy meeting of the directors of the 
Illinois Collieries company in the afternoon 
Robbing failed to force the collieries concern 
into Une. It is said he will make another 
effort today. 

President H. C. Perry of the Illinois Mine 
Workers algo is expected to arrive in Chicago 
today to hold a conference with the local 
operators relative to the walkout of the engi- 
neers and firemen, 

The desertion of the pumps and firesat the 
O’Gara shafts left these properties exposed 
to ruin by flooding. In no case, however. 
was violence attempted by strikers. The 
men, after quitting their posts, quietiy went 
to their homes and awaited further orders 
from the headquarters at Springfield. 

As an emergency measure to.save the prop- 
erties from injury Thomas J. O’Gara, presi- 
dent of the O’Gara Coal company, ordered 
clerks and office boys from the mine offices 
to take charge of the pumps and fires tem- 
porarily. Later regular engineers and fire- 
men were found and placed at work. 


Move for Aggressive Tactics, 

The disposition of the mine operators to 
precipitate an aggressive warfare had its 
origin in the secret conference held last Sat- 
urday, which was presided over by John H. 
Winder of Columbus, 0. A motion was 
made then to fill the mines with nonunion 
miners and begin operations in certain dis- 
tricte. This was voted down by a majority of 
two to one. 

Since the conference, however, operators 
controlling large mines in the southern part 
of the state have decided practically to go 
ahead and run their shafts. The first out- 
break of trouble following such action is ex- 
pected in Williamson, Franklin, and Saline 
counties. In this district are located the big 
mines of the Peabody Coal company, which 
supplies the fuel for the board of education, 

It was reported late in the day that non- 
union operations already had begun in nine 
mines centrolied by the Consolidated Coal 
company at Collinsville, Staunton, Mount 
Olive, Fairmount, Breese, and Belleville. W. 
C. Hill, local sales agent for the company, 
denied the rumor, but stated that radical ac- 
tion might become necessary soon. The Con-

places.

ferry but the gangs of workmen in half a 


” ‘dozen lines of activity are: being passed 
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cable cars, which, distributing. themselves 


over four lines after they passed the 
center of the town, have run over the hills. 
The electric -lines ran south of Market 
through the Misison district. 


Rush Work on Trolley Lines. 
The company, however, has a special tem- 
porary franchise from the mayor to run trol- 
ley lines on Market street; and one of their 
electric power houses, that on Bryant street, 
escaped with no important damage. There 
happened to be a lot of constructive material 
in Oakland. 80 all day laborers and elec- 
tricilans have been stringing trolley lines and 
setting up trolley poles on Market street. 
The Fillmore street line is now running 
normally with electric power. This is a cross- 
town track, which runs through the standing 
residence district. The cars are crowded. It 
goes without saying that the company is 
charging no fares; otherwise, they would 
have no passengers. Rides will be free until 
the banks open and money begins to flow. 
The workmen, both of the.government and 


of private concerns, are working on tick 


and feeding at the expense of the govern- 
ment, piling up the money which they. will 


need when this ceases to be a city of paupers 


and they begin to rebuild their homes. 


Tear Down Tottering Walls. 

It is certain now that Fillmore street will 
become a great business thoroughfare, sec- 
ond only to Market street. It has been a 
street of residences and of small shope. But 
now the first trolley line is running through 
t. all that is left of the city lies out that 
way, and houses and small stores are spoken 
for as places of business for banks, agencies, 
and wholesale houses. For months it Will 
be the new Market street. 

The old Market street was deserted today 
and traffic had to find its way into the city 
by side streets. The standing walls of some 
of the old, burned bulldings’ were tottering, 
and a small shock of earthquake which oc- 
curred late last night called ‘to mind the 
possibility that some of these walls might 
fall. 

With the last explosives from the Presidio 
the artillerymen went to work to reduce 
these walls. Most of them were down before 
nightfall, and the street will be safe to- 
morrow. 

No Danger of Epidemics. 

One hears but little of the epidemic scare. 
The sun is out after the rain, the sewers are 
running still, and most of the Aetritus of a 
week was cleared away yesterday. 

Most of the homeless are living now in 
camps made sanitary by the method of the 
government engineers and kept 80 by the 
policing of the regulars. 

The city in the future will be wholly in the 
hands of the regulars and the police. Since 
the killing of Mr. Tilden the militia has been 
unpopular, and at a conference between the 
mayor and Gen. Funston it was decided to 
draw off the citizen troops. The militiamen 
are young men in business or trades; the 
time is close at hand when they will be 
needed in reconstructing the city, and most 
of the breaks which have happened among 
the soldiers have been their work. The 
killing of Tilden cinched it. 

Tomorrow the First Califernia probably 
will go back to civil life, together with the 
unsavory Citizens’ patrol. An order issued 
tcday forbids any one, except the soldiers of 
course, to bear arms, and practically revokes 
all pistol permits. 


Vandals Still on Prowl. 

Disorder is now taking the form of attempts 
on safes among tite cooling ruins. Last 
night soldiers caught three men in the act 
of rifling a safe in the rutns on California 
street. “The robbers ran away. The soldiers 
fired at them, killing two of them: One had 
his hat filled with gold pieces, Four other 
men are at Fort Mason, under arrest for an 
attempt on the safe of the McCloud River 
Lumber company. 

With the restoration of order and the ar- 
rival of fresh troops, the cavalrymen and 
artilierymen who came from the Préeidic 
on Wednesday have been able to get.a little 
rest. There is no rest for the officers, who 
are worn out. Funston is setting the exam- 
ple; no one has heard of bis sleeping. The 
police, too, who had worked as faithfully 
as the soldiers, are dead on their feet. 
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will be removed to Hunters’ Point, on the 
southeastern corner of the city, where the 
new. Chinatown will be built. The Chinese 
meéerchants and millionaires, men of consid- 
erable financial importance and heavy own- 
ers of property in the old Chinatown may 
have something to say about this.

Better Conditions in Camps. 


Conditions at the Presidio are being rapidly 
reduced to a systematic basis. The great ex- 
citement following the earthquake and ihe 
fire have subsided and the-efforts of the au- 
thorities ate now being directed to the or- 
ganization of a perfect system for the control 
of thousands of people who have sought 
refuge within the precincts of the reserva- 
tion. 

Within a pte or so a model camp will have 
been put in operation. Preparations are be- 
ing made to gather together all the refugees 
within one immense tented city. The model 
city will be located just within and north of 
the I'nion street entrance of the Presidio. 
It will be streeted, sewered, and constantly 
patrolied and order and sanitary conditions 
preserved as nearly.asis possible. 


Food is being distributed at four distinct 


points in the Presidio and a system has been 
devised which obviates the long delays which 
characterized the first few days ot the free 
distribution of eatables to the needx. At one 
camp, which is a counterpart of the others, 
canned’ beef, canned corn and beans, rice, 
onions, potatoes, prunés; bread, pepper, 
sugar»tea; and milk were served in turn to 
the long line, each person. asking for what he 
or she wanted when passing the verious 
tables. 
Few Céntagious Cases Develop. 

At the general hospital the wards are full 
of patients, but few are suffering from severe 
types of sickness. .There.are many capes of 
tonsilitis, colds, and such ills, but the sani- 
tary conditions are such that the medica! 
authorities: have no fear that there will be a 
serlous epidemic of any kind 

The patients suffering from contagious dis- 
eases are being cared for at Harbor View, 
but so far the number of contagious cases 
has been comparatively few. 

The greatest precautions are being taken 
in the camps. Drainage is becoming better 
every day, and the most rigid cleanliness is 
enforced. 

Temporary etructures have been erected in 
Golden Gate park for the housing of 40,000 
people. This work was commenced this 
morning by the shelter committee, and the 
homeless, who have been sleeping out of 
doors for nearly a week were moved into 
comfortable quarters. About the same time 
a supply of blankets and becding was re- 
ceived, and these have been taken to the 
park. 

At present there is little suffering, and be- 
fore a week it is expected that the refugees 
here will be comfortable. These temporary 
structures have been built to accommodate 
40,000 people, but the work of improving 
them will be vigorously attended to. 


All Vacant Buildings Seized. 


The selgure begun yesterday of all vacant 
houses iin the unburned district ts still uncer 
Way. Many. vacant flats. have been taken, 
where the homeless are housed and the sick 
are found good accommodations. A commit- 
tee of architects has been sent out to examine 
churches, and other bulldings, including 
schoo! houses, with a view of turning them 
into living rooms for the homeless, 

Supplies of food are.coming in rapidly from 
outside points and are being centralized in 
the freight. sheds'and warehouses still stand- 
ing. A corps of shipping clerks has been 
placed in charge of these depots, and every 
ounce of food is checked as it comes In and 
goes out. With the assistance of Michael 
Casey, president of the Teamsters’: union, 
the committee has succeeded in systema- 
tizing the distribution. 

Oscar D. Cooper, chairman ot the distribu- 
tion committee, is determined there shall 
de no destitution and that every particle of 
food sent here shal! be properly used. He has 
recommended that all the small dealers hav- 
ing stores in the umburned district shall 
at once throw open their doors, and, as an 


e he has promised them full protec- 
ion 


Women Must Dress Like Men. 


In some of the provisional camps estab- 
ished for refugees near the foot of Van 
Ness avenue and. near Fort Masdn it was 
difficult this morning to distinguish men 
trom. women. Evidently the of wom- 
en’s clothing had been exhausted, for many 
women could ‘be seen dressed in ordinary 
soft shirte and overalls, In this garb they 
were walking atout ang tents. unconcern- 
oy. preparing breakfast. 

It was no time for kalte madesty and those 
who we * able to make themselves comfort- 

ny sort of clothing were indeed for- 
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mittee, and especially to the members of the 
finance committee, that stores of Khak' 
bloomers and blouses be purchased for the 
women. They are preferable to overalls, 
and will, in some measure, save the feel 
ings of the women whose wardrobes were 
lost in the destruction of their homes. 


Ban on Washing Raised. 


There is enough water in the ‘mains now 
to justify the removal of the restrictions on 
washing. Up to this time the only way to 
get a bath was to dip into the bay. Lights, 
only candles, of course, will be allowed now 
up to 10 p m., and if the ideas of’ Gen. 
Greely go down with Gov. Pardee, there 
may be free traffic between Oakland and 
gan Francisco within a day or two. The 
general sent the following letter to Gov. 
Pardee this morning: . 


Several days since there were established by you, 
as demanded by the critical situation at that time, 


} certain restrictions regarding ingress of Individuals 


to the city of San Francisco. The wisdom and 
necessity of forbidding freedom ot the city to 
tourists and sightseers, especially to guard against 
the influx of dishonest and desperate characters, is 
uhiversally recognized. Ao 

Applications are being continually made to head- 
quarters for permission to enter the city of to de- 
part therefrom and reenter. The-applications are 
mostly from men, haying legitimate financial or 
domestic interests in the clty’of Sah Fraincisco: 
which ‘necessitate their presence: in the ‘city 
order to dafeguard bidiness. ‘Interest, and er 
care for memders of their families: . 

I have pleasure in informing you that conditions 
in the district controlled ‘by the military forces 
under my command are undoubtedly improving 
from day to day, and it would seem apparent that 
shortly entire freedom of exit and ingress should 
be established, particularly re hours of day - 
light. 

Tt is also believed present restitations should ‘be 
modified so as to permit all persons having. busi- 
ness or domestic interests in the‘city to return to it, 
and it is recommended that the utmost liberality 
be displayed in regard to the movements in and out 
of San Francisco of ynfortunate individuals whose 
aufferings.by the late disaster commend them to all 
possible consideration. A. W. GREELY. 


French Consul Is Missing.

The attachés of the.con- 
sulate have been searching for him ever 
since the earthquake. 

The children of Vice President Ramon Car- 
ral of Mexico were in the earthquake. Mexi- 
cans in the city had his two daughters taken 
to a convent in San José by automobile on 
the first day, and the son was taken over to 
Haywards. Yesterday Sefior Monteuerde of 
Los Angeles took them In charge and started 
for the City of Mexico. 

Of the city and state records in Zan Fran- 
cisco, the only.really valuable documents 
lost were the papers of the county clerk's 
office and the recon@s of the Supreme court. 
The register of deeds escaped. If this had 
been lost the confusion in titles would have 
been enormous. Policemen at the city hall 
saved’ the records of the police department. 
The custom house came through unscathed. 


Troops Commandeer All Autos. 

The troops have formally taken possession 
of every automobile in town. The garages 
stood pretty far out, aud the machines 
owned by the companies did inyaluable serv- 
lee in transporting the sick and wounded on 
the first day. They all have passed, over 
now into the temporary possession of the 
soldiers. 

A g00d many private automobiles got away 
the first day or two, carrying families into 
the country. The owners have generally 
brought these machines back and ‘iurhed 
them over, and some private owters at 
Burlingeme and San Rafael have contrib- 
uted. their machines. Several automobiles 
hidden by their owners were found in the 
stables of the western addition yesterday.

RUMOR COS DOWN LOSSES 


CHICAGO COMPANIES TO PAY UP 


AND ONE MAY RETTRE. 


Long Delay in Winding Up Settie- 
ments in San Fraucisco Predicted— 
Questions of Salvage Will Require 
Some Time for  Determiznation— 
Aachen and Munich Sends from 


Home Office Money Enough to Meet

All Claims. 


Assurances were given yesterday by Chi- 
cago representatives of the insurance in- 
terests that all loses resulting from the coast 
calamity will de paid in full, but there was 
current at the same time a report that the 
existence of one of the three Chicago com- 
panies is threatened by the unusual amount 
of the losses. Little information was re- 
ceived in the city concerning the extent to 
which the companies are liable, but there 
came in a vague form forecasts that the 
damage wrought by the quake and fire will 
be much less than originally estimated. 

Long delay in winding up the payment of 
losses in San Francisco is expected on every 
hand, and it is urged by brokers that the 
insurance commissioners should not demand 
immediate statements, as such a measure 
might shake the public confidence. Delays 
are foreseen from the complicated nature of 
many of the claims for damages. The line 
between earthquake damages and fire dam- 
ages is indistinct, and the question of salvage 
will be long drawn out, as in many instances 
fire is said to have swept over stocks and 
gtores covered. with piles.of brick. and 
mortar, brought down by the shock and by 
dynamite, without harming them. 


Awaiting Reports of Losses. 

No accurate estimate of each company’s 
losses has been attempted, but in the ma- 
jority of cases a repregentative has been 
hurried west to look over the ground. 80 
far no word has. been received further than 

a statement of the boundaries of the ruined 
eng and upon that basis the home of- 
fices have endeavored™to figure the extreme 
possibility of their losses. 

Two of the three Chicago companies have 
expressed confidence that their existence 
will not be threatened. No word was re- 
ceived yesterday from Secretary Rothermal 
of the Traders’ company, who is in San Fran- 
cisco, but it is understood that if necessary 
an assessment will be’ levied upon the stock. 
The German National has not sent a repre- 
sentative to the coast, but Secretary William 
Feller will leave for there Hext week. He 
stated yesterday that there is absolute cer- 
tainty that the company will meet all losses 
without encroaching upon its assets of 
$8,000,000, and he did not expect that they 
would amount to one-sixth of that amount. 
Word to thie effect has been sent to A. 
agents throughout the country. 

A meeting of the directors of the Calumet 
company Was held in the afternoon in the 
expectation that some word would be re- 

ceived from Secretary A. W. Haight, who 
ig in San Francisco. No word came, and the 
meeting was adjourned until today, when 
it is thought some: aon may be taken by the 
company.

PHYSICIANS PLAN RELIEF

REFUSAL OF FOREIGN GIFTS 


DENOUNCED BY CALIFORNIANS, 


Women’s Club in New York Resolves to 


Accept Help from Abroad in Opposi- 


tion to President. 


New York, April 24.—President Roosevelt's 


attitude toward foreign. subscriptions .for 
the San Francisco sufferers has aroused the 
antagonism of Californians resident here. 

The California club of women, in executive 
session today at its clubrooms in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, decided to accept donations 
from foreigners. A resolution unanimously 
adopted to this effect held that the denial 
of the right to contribute on the ground of 
nationality is wrong, harmful, and without 
precedent. San Francisco is a cosmopolitan 
city, and the donors unquestionably had in 
mind the fact that thousands upon thousands 
of their nationality will require assistance; 
furthermore, Americans have never been ex- 
cluded from giving their aid and sympathy in 
cases of European disasters."’

The resolution then says the club will re- 
ceive foreign as well as domestic contribu- 
tions and see that they are spent where they 
will do the most good.

Smaller Pupils Had Been Warned Not 
to Venture Near Athletic Field-— 
School Board Calls Meeting and 
Probably Will Abolish Discus and 
Hammer Throw—No One Biamed, 
Although Dangerous Practice on 
Crowded Grounds Is Condemned,

Iowa Falls, Ia., April 24.— [Special. I— Dar 
Spencer, aged 8, died this afternoon from 
injuries received by a blow on the temple 
from a hammer thrown by a schoolmate 
while practicing on the athletic field. An older 
student had thrown the hammer, which 
struck the Spencer boy squarely on the head, 
crushing the skull. A surgical operation Was 
performed, but was unsuccessful, the 
lad died a few hours later. The boy’s parents 
are in poor circumstances and every pupil 
in the city schools contributed to the fund 
this afternoon. 

The accident has put a damper on high 
school athletics here, and at a meeting of the 
school board tonight practice on the school 
grounds with discus and hammer probably 
will be abolished. Pupils had been warned not 
to venture on the athletic field, but the Spen- 
cer boy, who was being chased by a playmate, 
probably forgot bis bearings and rushed in 
front of the fying hammer. 

No blame attaches to any one in particular, 
as it was purely accidental, although the dan- 
gerous practice of athietics on playgrounds 
crowded by hundreds of pupils is condemned. 
The boy from whose hands the hammer was 
hurled is prostrated by the accident, although 
no one condemns him. He had taken his turn 
in the contest at hammer throwing, and after 
swinging the sixteen pound ball about his 
head several times released his hold and the 
hammer flew through the air with terrific 
force just as the Spencer lad ran across its 
path. 

The danger of the sport was recognized by 
the schoo] officials, as is evident from the fact 
that the smaller pupils were warned not to 
venture near the field set apart for outdoor 
sports.

RAILROADS REFUSE TO GIVE m. 
DEPENDENTS ENOUGH CARS. 
Witnesses Before Interstate Come 

merce Commission Declare Handi- 


ble te Transact Business—Condi- 
tions Seem to Have Improved Since 
Cengress Adopted Resolution of 
Induiry. 


Washington, D. C., April 24—Witnesses 
at today’s session of the interstate commerce 
commission’s inquiry into the coal and rate 
situation testified that independent shippers 
were unable to obtain from the railroads 
sufficient cars to handle their business. One 
witness said conditions had improved since 
congress adopted the Tillman-Gillespie rese- 
lution. 

Daniel Howard. manager of the O’Gara 
Coal Mining company, near Clarksburg, W 
Va., on the Baltimore and Ohio, testified he 
had never been able to get a full supply of 
cars until the middle of last month, and that 
he never got enough cars for two-thirds of 
the capacity of the mihe. He said they had 
made continuous appeals for more cars so 
that they could increase their output and 
keep the miners employed. Sometimes, he 
said, they would get a good run of cars and 
again they would not get any for two days. 


Preference for Some Shippers. 


At one time he said he had been a tele- 
graph operator and then said he had received 
a message from the superintendent of the 
division to the trainmaster to 
mines preference. He then 
the preferred mines got their cars there 
were none left for his mine. He took the 
matter up with Mr. Hale, superintendent 
of transportation, he said, since when his 
mine has receiyed better treatment. He 
added that Mr. Hale did not deny that the 
information he had received by overhear- 
ing a message wae corréct. 

J. L. Lewis of the Federal Coal and Coke 
company near Fairmount, testified that they 
had not been able to operate to their full ca- 
pacity because they could not get cars. 


Traffic Manager Sheds Light. 

T. S. Davant, freight traffic manager for the 
Norfolk and Western, testified that his road 
sought at one time to send coal into Wash- 
ington but could not find terminal facilities. 
‘He was then asked if there had been any 
conversation with Penneytvania railway of- 
ficials on that proposition. He said he had 
had a talk with Mr. Searles, the coal freight 
agent of the Pennsylvania, and it was the 
idea that if the Norfolk and Western un- 
dertook to go into Washington the Pennsy!- 
vania would go into the Norfolk and Western 
territory.

The first party of the engineers who wil} 
build the government railroad in the Phil- 
ippines left yesterday for the islands to be- 
gin work. The road is to be built on the 
islands of Paney, Negros, and Cebu, and 
J. G. White & Co. are the engineers who 
will construct it. The party is composed 
of fifty engineers, in charge of E. J. Beard, 
the chief engineer of the enterprise. One 
hundred more engineers will follow in a few 
days. About 400 miles of road are to be 
bullt and native labor will be used. The 
engineers expect to complete the, work in 
four years. The cost will approximate $30,000 
@ mile.

The American Railway association conven- 
tion will open at the Auditorium hotel this 
morning, with an attendance of seventy rail- 
road officiais. The principal business before 
the convention will be the revision of train 
rules, upon which a committee has been 
working for more thanayear.

SUSPENDING TARIFF DUTIES. 
Bills have been introduced in congress 
to suspend for one year the collection of 
duties on structural steel and other build- 
ing. materials that will be required by 
San Francisco. That kind of legislation 


of duties to aid Portland, Me., after itd 
great fire, and at a later day for the relief 
of Chieago. But the Chicago bill was 
deprived of much of its value by the ex- 
clusion of lumber. It was coverel by 
the measure as first submitted, but the 
American lumbermen raised such an out- 
cry that it was cut out. They professed 
great sympathy for Chicago and were 
willing it should have free glass or nails, 
but would not waive their opportunity to 
sell at high prices the lumber needed for 
rebuilding. If fheir demand that the 
cheaper Canadian product be kept out 
had not been acceded to the bill would 
not have passed. 

Perhaps the steel men of the country 
are preparing to play the part the lum- 
ber men did after the Chicago fire. There 
are indications that they do not relish the 
thought of free structural steel for San 
Francisco. A few days ago, when it was 
reported that much steel would be needed 
at once in that city the mill men said 
they had orders booked which would keep 
them busy for months to come. Since 
the introduction of the bills to suspend 
duties they have changed their tune. They 
Say they are not so busy but what they 
can do something for San Francisco. 
They say it will take Belgium as long to 


fill orders as it will Pittsburg They pre- 


tend that imported structural steel may 
get bent In shipment. 

The legislation proposed for San Fran- 
cisco will have to meet the opposition of 
“stand pat men who are against tam- 
pering with the Dingley law” for any 
reason. They resisted the suspension of 
the coal duty at the time of the last 
strike. They are ready to vote $2,500,000 
out of the federal treasury for the relief 
of the people of San Francisco, but con- 
‘sider it a crime to let them have cheaper 
*building materials, 

If the rebuilding of San Francisco is 
to go on as rapidly as has been promised 
there may be a demand for materials 
which the American manufacturers will 
be unable to supply. If the demand be 
urgent they will be likely to put up their 
prices. A suspension of duties will en- 
able San Francisco to get all it needs at 
reasonable prices. There will be no op- 
portunity for domestic extortion. If the 
1 American manufacturers can meet 
promptly the demands made on them 
comparatively few orders will be placed 
abroad. The suspension of duties is a 
precautionary measure which should go 
through with little delay. There is io 
certainty that it will, because it takes 
liberties with the Dingley law. 


THE ILLINOIS-IOWA BOUNDARY. 


The long standing boundary line dis- 
pute between, the states of IIlinois and 
Iowa has been finally settled by the Unit- 
ed States Supreme court. The attorneys 
general of the two states entered into a 
stipulation and filed it with the court de- 
claring that the boundary should lie di- 
rectly along the middle of the main chan- 
nel of the Mississippi river at the place 
where the nine bridges mentioned in the 
‘original decree of the court cross the 
river connecting the two states. The 
case grew out of the distribution of the 
taxation of these bridges.. The state of 
Iowa claimed that the words middle of 
the river” meant the middle of the banks. 
Illinois claimed that the middle of the 
steamboat channel was intended. Fall- 
ing of agreement the question was sub- 
mitted to the Supreme court in November, 
1892. 

There were some interesting features,

river for a long time was an international 
boundary line. When Illinois became a 
state in 1818 its enabling act made its 
western boundary that which England 
had granted to the United States in the 
preliminary treaty of peace in 1782. 
When Iowa came into the union its east- 
ern boundary was that which, originally 
a Spanish line, was secured by the United 
States from France in the Louisiana pur- 
chase treaty. The ordinary interpreta- 
tions of international law, therefore, were 
taken into consideration by the court and 
the evidence was overwhelming in Tavor 
of the contention of [Illinois that the 
“middie of the usual stenmboat chan- 
nel” is the right definition of the phrase, 
“middle of the river,” even though that 
steamboat channel may be removed far 
to one side of the stream by reason of the 
shifting of the sands by the current. So 
the court made its decision in January, 
1893, setting forth that the middle-of the 
main channel is the line of demarkation 
between the two jurisdictions, this cover- 
ing also a case where there is more than 
one channel available for steamboats. A 
commission was appointed to mark this 
boundary in a satisfactory manner, and 
now, after thirteen years, the controversy 
is finally set to rest. 


The difficulty recalls the fact that there 
has been a vast amount of litigation over 
state boundary lines, some of the cases 
running far back into colonial history, like 
the famous one which resulted in the 
marking of Mason and Dixon’s line be- 
tween Pennsylvatia and Maryland. Only 
six of the original thirteen states had 
clearly defined boundaries, and as new 
ones have been admitted into the union. 
even though their limits seemed definite- 
ly indicated, there has been confusion and 
sometimes turmoil. Ohio fought for 
boundaries with Kentucky, Indiana, and 
Michigan; Indiana had to fight on all four 
sides; Illinois and Wisconsin had a great 
contention, and the latter’s historians as- 
sert that she was robbed by Illinois of all 
the valuable territory lying north of an 
east and west line tangent to the southern 
end of Lake Michigan. The upper penin-

The mosquito, like the cheap politi- 
cian, is accepted by most people as a 
necessary evil.

Americans fall 
to realize the bad eminence of America 
as the home of such pests until an oppor- 
tunity is offered for comparison. Mr. 
Charles Francis Adams, speaking of the 
fact that certain regions in Africa are 
uninhabitable for Englishmen and Ger- 
mans on account of the presence of mos- 
quitoes, adds that an American would 
think nothing of the pest because it is not 
any worse than in the United States, if, 
Indeed, it is as bad. A year or two ago 
a number of mosquitoes were ght Into 
England by one of the transatlantic 
steamers. Why ft should have happened 
then, or why it never had happened be- 
fore, is not clear, but the fact is that the 
season was memorable to Wneglishmen 
by reason of this American invasion. The 
newspapers were full of indignant letters 
and the authorities ealled upon to take 
vigorous measures.

Professlons of socialism on the part of 
heirs to English peerages and great estates 
must always be taken with a certain degree 
of reserve, and therefore the action of Lord 
Ribblesdale’s only surviving son and heir, 
the Hon. Charles Lister, who had just 
emerged from Eton, in writing to the lead- 
ing newspapers, to convey to the world an 
assurance that he is a socialist by convic- 
tlon, need not be treated seriously. More- 
over, his views as to the evils of leaving 
the land in the hands of the aristocracy will 
probably undergo a change, when on his 
father’s death he himself becomes Lord Rib- 
blesdale and owner of the broad acres, es- 
pecially those around his ancestral home, 
Gisborne Park, near Cithlroe, which has 
been in his family for more than 500 years. 
His elder brother lost his life a couple of 
years ago fighting the Dervishes in Somali- 
land, and his mother is a sister of Mrs. As- 
quith, formerly Margot Tennant, who was 
portrayed in so unfriendly a fashion as 
„Dodo in E. F. Benson's well known novel 
of that name. 

Lord Ribblesdale, who has been nicknamed 
* Dribblesquash”’ by his friend and crony, 
Lord Charles Beresford, and has been given 
the sobriquet of The Ancestor” by the 
king on account of the peculiarly eighteenth 
century look of his clean cut, high red, 
clean shaven features, surmounted by wavy 

ay hair, has been famous in his day as a 

xer. Indeed, he used to be credited with 
the ability of knocking out in four rounds 
any fellow member of the house of peers, 
with the possible exception of Lord Lons- 
dale, between whom and himself, if it came 
to boxing, it would probably have resulted 
in a tie. 

Lord Ribblesdale first achieved distinction 
in 1887 by his success in interviewing that 
so secretive statesman, Charles Stewart 
Parnell, to whom he was a perfect stranger 
at the time. The peer and the great Irish 
leader traveled in the same railroad com- 
partment from London to Holyhead, and be- 
fore the journey ended the ordinarily im- 
penetrable Irish statesman had been cleverly 
inveigled into, unbosoming himself about a 
number of interesting measures relating to 
the Irish question, which appeared two days 
later in print and never were denied. : 
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It was a cousin of Lord Ribblesdale, Sir 
Thomas Lister, long assistant undersecre- 
tary of state at the foreign office, whose 
name was used by clever criminals to exe- 
cute one of the most successful forgeries 
ever perpetrated at the expense of the Lon- 
don Times. Just thirty years ago almost 
to a day a gang of stock exchange swindlers 
handed in to the Times office a letter pur- 
porting to be a semi-official communication 
from the then secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, Lord Clarendon, and bearing what 
appeared to be the signature of the earl's 
nephew and private secretary, Sir Thomas 
Lister. It was inclosed in a genuine but 
stolen foreign office envelope. The tenor 
of.it was that a dispatch from Lord Bloom- 
field, the British ambassador at Vienna, had 
just announced the complete and final rup- 
ture of diplomatic relations between Vienna 
and. Berlin. 

The forgers employed the most clever and 
correct phraseology, and as it was at the 
moment when Prussia and Austria were 
supposed to be on the brink of the war which 
eventually broke out near three months later, 
the Times without the slightest doubt as 20 
the authenticity of the letter, published the 
news it contained in its issue of April 21, 
1866, and accompanied it by one of its pon- 
derous and forcible editorial articles. 

The result was that not alone the London 
stock exchange, but all the continental 
bourses sustained a heavy fall, doubtless 
to the immense satisfaction of the forgers, 
who were thus enabled to perpetrate a mag- 
nificent stroke.

A ppeedy contradiction and an account of 
the entire incident appeared two days later 
in the Times, together with the only apology 
which that paper has ever condescended to 
print for anything published in its columns. 
The forgers hever were discovered, although 
all the efforts of the Times, of the English 
government, and of the London stock ex- 
change were devoted to find a clew to their 
identity. 

Curiously enough, twenty-seven years later 
the French press and the Paris bourse was 
taken in in much the same way by spurious 
London foreign office dispatcher, asserted 
to have been stolen from the British embassy 
on the banks of the Seine, and to which 
the name of Sir Thomas Lister had been 
forged. 

In this instance a man of the name of Nor- 
ton was sent to jail for the matter. But tt 
has always been understood that he suf- 
fered in order to conceal the identity of hig 
employers, who were believed to be inter- 
natigag! financiers of note but not of hate.

Many of us did it at the Columbian 
exposition, and some still have a facetious 
desire to call these cabs of Venice gone 
dollars,“ in reminiscence of our earlier expe- 
rience, in ‘spite of the fact that on their native 
waters they offer a bargain of transportation, 
since they cost less than a carriage dees 
anywhere in Italy north of Naples. One 
franc for a boat with a single ee e or two 
francs for a bark of two oars 
8 cents each for each big piece o sree 
that is all we pay for the trip to our hotel 
on the Grand canal. 

How little we really know about a gondola 
we realize the moment that ol¥ gondolier 
releases our boat from the erowd at the 
station by one dexterous turn of the wrist, 
and then sends it shooting forward toward 
the open water. Never have we seen such 
skill or grace of movement; the conditions 
of the lagoons at Chicago did not call for 
such a fine technique as is here displayed. 
As the bark darts forward on the gray canal, 
propelled so easily by human agency, you 
almost wonder if it is not actually a living 
thing—an impression which will grow on you 
the longer you stay in Venice, and ride her 
waterways in boats that seem fairly to 
breathe, so rhythmic is the movément that, 
like a throbbing pulse, invests them with 
spontaneous vigor. 

There is a pleasurable excitement about 
this new experience the first time you enjoy 
it which you will never repeat, no matter how 
many times you may return to Venice in the 
futile hope of reviving a past delight. 
The flutter which you feel on your first meet- 
ing with this daughter of the sea you can- 
not, from the very nature of your mood, 
know twice the same. 


—>- 

The city will change little between your 
going and coming; of all cities that I have 
known Venice changes least between one’s 
visits; even a fallen landmark like the Cam- 
panile may be restored with a celerity pre 
ternatural in Italy. But you yourself 
change; you return a trifle older, a good dea! 
more sophisticated than before; your eyes 
have lost the magic of the glory and the 
dream; and Venice, the real Venice, is no 
more for you the city she once was, except— 
"tls memory’s blessed gift—when you are far 
away among your photographs and the glow- 
ing living pictures of your brain. 

We shall leave the Grand canal for a little 
side trip, and, traversing an unnecessary 
length of way, return presently to the main 
channel's wider waters, there to pass be- 
neath palaces whose facades are familiar 
as the faces of old friends, and whose names. 
spoken in Venetian, the softest dlaleot in 
Italy, ate like music. Be sure the while that 
you drink in your fill of sentiment and aseo- 
clation. See Venice as you have always 
wished to see her, the fair crowned mistress 
of the Adriatic, enveloped in a mist of ro- 
mance which is like a rosy cloud. ‘
